My  dear  President  Falkoner,- 

Prof.  I.  Benzinger 
writes  me  that  he  has  resigned  his  position  at 
your  University  and  I  venture  to  enquire  whether 
it  is  your  intention  to  fill  this  position.  If  so, 
I  would  like  to  recommend  one  of  my  students  , 

Dr.  B.  B.  Charles,  v/ho  is  now  instructor  in  Semitic 
Languages  in  our  University  and  would  Be  viell 
qualified  to  teach  Arabic  as  -^vell  as  Hebrev/  and 
also  Assyrian  up  to  a  certain  point.  Dr.  Charles 
is  a  man  of  some  thirty  who  has  had  considerable 
experience  in  the  East  having  been  a  member  of  the 
Cornell  Expedition  to  Asia  Ilinor  and  a  Fellow  of 
the  Archaeological  Institute  for  one  year  under 
the  direction  of  Prof. Schmidt  of  Cornell  University 
at  the  time  the  latter  v/as  director  of  the  Archaeo¬ 
logical  School  at  Jerusalem.  Dr. Charles  has  also 
done  archaeological  work  on  Hitt it e  monuments  so 
that  you  see  he  is  a  scholar  of  wide  attainments. 
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I  write  to  you  of  him  because  he  naturally  is  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  a  more  prominent  position  than  that 
of  instructor,  especially  as  v/e  have  a  number  of  men 
in  our  Department  already.  Personally,  Dr. Charles 
is  a  very  quiet  modest  person,  almost  too  shy.  I 
shall  be  glad  to  give  you  further  information  if  you 
so  desire.

My  dear  president  i’alooner: 

Yoa  asked  me  some  years  ago  to  let  yoa  know  from  time 
to  time  the  names  of  loot  are  rs  engaged  by  oar  committee,  with 
a  view  to  possibly  cooperating  with  as.  We  have  now  niade  defi¬ 
nite  arrangements  to  have  Professor  J.  Rstlin  Carpenter,  Principal 
of  Manchester  College,  Oxford,  and,  as  yoa  are  aware,  one  of  the 
most  distingaished  English  scholars,  come  to  as  in  the  fall  for 
a  coarse  of  six  lectares  on  the  Early  Organization  of  the  Christian 
Charch,  in  which  Professor  Carpenter  in  a  measare  sams  ap  his 
life  work  on  this  period.  The  sab-titles  of  the  coarse  are 
as  follov/s: 

I.  Christ ianity  and  Jadaism;  Paal  and  the  principle  of 
Universalism. 

II.  Christianity  and  the  Hellenic  Thcaght;  the  Poarth  Gospel, 
and  the  Transformation  of  the  Eschatological  Hope. 

III.  Christianity  and  the  Religions  of  Redemption;  the  seal’s 
Parification  and  Re tarn  to  the  Upper  World. 

lY.  Christianity  and  Philosophy;  Celsas  and  the  later  Philo¬ 
sophical  Mysticism. 

Y.  Christian  Gnosticism;  Clement  of  Alexandria  and  Crigen; 
the  higher  Christology.  i 

YI.  The  Formation  of  the  Ca  t  h  ifti' 4;  Charch ;  Irene  as,  Tertallian, 
Cyprian. 

This  oatline,  I  ma^'^add,  is  not  entirely  definite  and 
in  the  syllabas  v;hich  Professor  Carpenter  is  preparing  there 
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may  be  some  slight  deviations  --  chiefly,  however,  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  subjects. 

Professor  Carpenter’s  name  as  a  scholar  is  well  known 
and  the  committee  has  also  satisfied  itself  that  he  possesses 
the  qualifications  for  a  popular  lecturer.  YJe  have  every  reason 
to  believe,  therefore,  that  the  coarse  v/ill  be  well  received  in 
America . 

It  will  be  exceedingly  gratifying,  especially  daring 
the  present  year,  to  have  this  coarse  by  yoar  distingaished  fe llow- 
coantryman  given  in  Canada  and  I  ventare,  therefore,  to  sabmit 
this  saggestion  to  yoa.  I  may  be  able  to  offer  yoa  the  vireek  of 
December  6th  to  11th  or  the  following  week,  December  13th  to  18th, 
thoagh  owing  to  complications  of  correspondence  with  seven  or 
eight  other  institations  I  cannot  as  yet  indicate  the  dates  defi¬ 
nitely.  The  pro  rata  for  the  entire  coarse  in  e  ach  center 

will  be  ^300.- 

Professor  Carpenter  himself,  whom  I  have  known  for  many 
years,  is  sach  a  charming  and  synpathetic  man  that  I  am  sare  the 

presentation  of  his  views  will  be  agreeable  even  to  those  who  may 
not  agree  with  him  in  all  particalars.
